Will the Killing Never Stop? 


Monday morning’s headlines told the 

sad story that 10 Georgians died violently 

in traffic accidents over last week end .. . 

» tragic evidence that despite the Governor's 

_» Safety Campaign, despite editorials and 

lectures and educational propaganda, this 

, = type of killing goes on and on 
on. 


In Haralson County on Sunday a col- 
lision took the lives of four teen-agers and 
» hurt Six more youths, the injuries includ- 
ing the loss of a leg for a 19-year-old girl. 
Patrolmen who investigated this awful 
wreck reported they “just couldn't figure 
how it happened.” The road was straight 

- and level, the weather was dry. 


But those favorable factors didn’t keep 
the two carloads of youngsters from crash- 
ing head-on. 


It doesn't take much knowledge of acci- 
dent causes to mark up speed and care- 
lessness, teen-age recklessness, as the kill- 
ers there. 


A 16-year-old Chatham Countian lost 
his life when the car in which he was rid- 
ing sideswiped another. This boy was rid- 
ing with his head sticking out the win- 
dow. “Head injuries were fatal,” the news 
story said, meaning the lad died a horrible, 
mangling death. 

A 29-year-old Perry resident died sud- 
denly when the car in which he was a pas- 
senger hit a bridge. abutment in Bibb 
County. That the driver was drinking is 
the charge made by Bibb officers. 

The week-end toll is too large for full 
enumeration. But in tach accident this 
fact stands out—someone was careless. 

“The car went out of control, overturned 

and skidded 235 feet.” “The driver lost

The Zoning Confusion 


Back of the confusion over permits for 
erection of filling stations at the New 
Marietta Highway and West Pace’s Ferry 
Road is the old habit of County Commis- 
sioners of overriding decisions by the Ful- 
ton County Planning and Zoning Com- 
mission. 

Two oil companies now hold permits 
for service stations at this disputed point. 
But the property lies on the approaches 
to the proposed Northwest Expressway. 
Acquisition of right-of-way for this project 
is on the State’s 1951 road program. Col. 
Mose Cox, of the Citizens’ Bond Commis- 
sion, savs Federal officials already have in- 
dicated approval of Federal funds for half 
the expenditure. 


Permits for the filling stations were 
issued by the Planning Commission, but 
only after County Commissioners had re- 
versed two decisions of the Commission 
which turned down proposals to allow com- 
mercial development at the intersection. 
After this action by County Commissioners 
a majority of the Planning Board felt it 
should not interfere with the authorized 
development. 


County Commissioners knew why the 
Planning body refused to approve rezon- 
ing the intersection for business. Among 
them was the proposed projection of the 
expressway which might necessitate ex- 

nsive condemnation of the structures to 

erected. The Planning Board also found 
there was no need for more commercial 
development in that area, particularly in 
view of the fact that this is primarily a 
residential section. 


But County Commissioners ignored 
these valid objections and overruled the 
Board. Now the permits have been issued, 
but they have brought only confusion. 


That is why the Planning and Zoning 
Commission's decisions ought to be final by 
law. Failing that, the Planning Commis- 
sion ought to be abolished. Certainly 
County Commissioners ought not to be em- 
powered to override the Zoning Board 
whenever it is politically expedient to 
do s0.

But we can cut down this endless kill- 
ing and maiming by taking a hard-boiled 
attitude toward those who break the rules 
of the road, regardless of why they do it. 

The law should lift the license of the 
person who can’t or won't drive right just 
as quickly as an officer would wrest a gun 
from the hand of an insane man. 

We must learn—and teach—that driv- 
ing is a privilege, not an inherent right like 
life, liberty and a chance to pursue hap- 
piness. 

Until we master that lesson, neither life 
nor liberty are secure when we venture out 
of the driveway and on to the public road.

Let's Be Just 
To the Judges 


There is one constitutional amendment 
which in fairness and justice ought to be 
approved at the polls next week. 

It is the amendment increasing the pay 
of Supreme Court and Court of Appeals 
judges from $8,000 a year to $12,000. It 
also would increase the State-paid salary 
of Superior Court judges from $6,000 to 
$8,000. No Superior Court judge, even with 
county supplemental payments, could be 
paid more than $12,000. ° 

There now is in Georgia the ridiculous 
situation of some lower court judges earn- 
ing more than those sitting on the Court of 
Appeals and the Supreme Court. A recent 
appointee Ao the Supreme Court bench ac- 
cepted the appointment at a one-third re- 
duction in pay. 

Every judge in the Fulton County Court 
House, and they all preside over lower 
courts, receives more than any judge on 
the Supreme Court or the Court of Ap- 
peals. 

Except for a $500 raise salaries of judges 
in Georgia have not been increased in gen- 
erations. Liting costs and standards of 
living have gone up enormously. If the 
State expects to continue to attract able 
judges to the benches a raise is certainly in 
order. 

The Georgia Bar Association and the 
local bar groups are practically unanimous 
in favor of the amendment. 

Georgians expect justice in the courts. 
Let us, in turn, be just to those we call 
upon to dispense it.

Key Senate 
Posts at Stake 


WASHING TON—One possibility that arises in 
connection with the coming elections is that the 
outcome could play havoc with the Senate leader- 
ship of both the Republicans and the Democrats. 

Two of the top-ranking leadership posts on each side are involved. 

Senator Scott Lucas of Illinois, the Majority Leader, and Sen- 
ator Francis Myers of Pennsylvania, the Majority Whip, are both 
engaged in hard-fought campaigns for re-election. The same is true 
of Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, titular Republican head of the 
chamber, and Senator Eugene D. Millikin of Colorado, chairman of 
the Republican conference group of the Senate. Although Senator 
Kenneth Wherry of Nebraska holds the title of Républican Floor 
Leader, Senator Taft, as chairman of the GOP Policy Committee, is 


, recognized as the actual leader of his party in the Senate. 


If these four Senators should be defeated, it would necessitate 
a complete revamping of the leadership situation in the Upper 
Chamber. The outcome of the four contests is uncertain enough to 
give rise to some advance speculation as to who would be named to 
the key posts if they are vacated. 


Successors On the Democratic side, Senator Joseph O'Mahoney 
of Wyoming is mentioned as a likely successor to 
Lucas, if the Illinois Senator should get knocked off in the elections. 
He might have made a strong bid for the post at the time Senator 
Lucas was elected Majority Leader to replace Alben W. Barkley of 
Kentucky, when the latter moved up to the Vice Presidency, 

The Southern Democratic contingent was prepared to put for- 
ward Senator Richard B. Russell of Georgia for the post when 
Barkley vacated it, but Russell declined to let his name be presented 
because of differences with the Administration over the President's 
civil rights program. It is assumed that the same reasons would 
guide him in refusing to be a candidate now, if an opening should 
occur. 

If Senator Myers should be defeated, the chances are that the 
Democrats would turn to one of the younger members (in point of 
service) for the position of party whip. Among those suggested are 
McMahon of Connecticut, in the event he is re-elected: Douglas of 
Illinois, Anderson of New Mexico, and Kefauver of Tennessee. 


Taft The defeat of Senator Taft would be sure to create more of 

a rumpus on the Republican side than the downfall of Sen- 
ator Lucas would among Democrats. A clash of liberal and con- 
servative elements of the party in the Senate would be inevitable. 
As a matter of fact, an effort was made to unseat Taft as chairman of 
the GOP Policy Committee after the last election. Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, one of the more progressive-minded 
Republicans, headed up the movement. Taft’s defeat would be con- 
strued as a demand for liberalizing the party, since he is now re- 
garded as the epitome of GOP conservativism. 

As the situation seems to stack up in the final stages of the 
campaign Senator Lucas, while faced with Vigorous opposition, ap- 
pears to be the favorite to win. Senator Taft, also, is given the edge 
in Ohio, although both contests are reported to be close enough for 
anything to happen. 

As regards the other two leadership posts, both Senator Myers 
and Senator Millikin are said to be fighting an uphill battle to return 
to Washington. Myers is opposed by the popular, red-headed Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania, James H. Duff, who beat the old Grundy 
machine to capture the Republican Senatorial nomination, while 
Millikin is being given the fight of his life by an up-and-coming 
young Democrat in Colorado, Representative John A. Carroll. 

Senator Millikin, like Senator Taft, is rated as a staunch mem- 
ber of the conservative Republican group. Should the two of them 
be defeated it would be a severe blow to the leadership of the party 
as it is presently constituted. 


GEORGIA EDITORS SAY: 


Political Maneuvering 


In The Gainesville News 

The News is one of the “motley crew” against the amendment 
that would apply the county unit system to the general election. 
As we have stated before, it is our opinion that the amendment 
is unconstitutional and will be so ruled by the United States 
Supreme Court, and the resulting publicity given the State will be 
very harmful. 

As one speaker pointed out, the county unit system applied to 
the general election is untrustworthy. because it not merely reduces, 
not merely destroys, but actually reverses the vote of every person 
who does not vote with the plurality in his county. It is unproduc- 
tive because it gives us only a beggar’s choice between two candi- 
dates, although there may be more in the race, but voters settling 
on two who have the best chance of carrying a county. Third, 
it is unbalanced, because it distributes the unit votes unfairly 
between counties, regardiess of population. 

As far as The News can determine, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Florida and Alabama are not suffering from city- 
dominated political machines running the State. City machines do 
not control these States, nor do the metropolitan areas, or thickly 
populated counties.

The Editors: The supporters of the constitu- 
tional amendment which would extend the county 
unit system to the general election give many 
misleading arguments. They say that Georgia 
copied its county unit plan from our mother 
country, England. However, the “rotten bor- 
ough” system to which they refer was abolished 
more than 100 years ago, after England realized 
how evil and corrupt it was. 

The amendment’s supporters also compare 
Georgia's system to the electoral college system. 


The revised membership of the electoral col- 
lege under the 1950 census will vary from three 
in Nevada to an estimated 45 in New York State. 
Population per member will vary from 52,761 in 
Nevada to 327,588 in New York. This discrimina- 
tion is only slightly more than six to one. Wyo- 
ming will have 96,267 -population per electoral 
college member and only 12 other States will 
have less than 200,000 persons per member. 
South Carolina will have eight electoral votes 
and 263,429 population for each; Florida, 10 
votes and 274,374 for each; Georgia, 12 votes and 
286,099 for each; Texas, 24 votes and 319,910 
for each.

Some candidates, of course, 
have not departed from a high 
standard of campaigning. Also, 
many newspapers have deplored 
the low tactics of the campaign, 
but other newspapers have been 
guilty of the same tactics em- 
ployed by the candidates. 

In California, the Democratic 
candidates for Governor and 
Senctor, James Roosevelt and 
Helen Gahagan Douglas, have 
not been given anything like 
the play in the papers that has 
been available to their oppe- 
nents. In Ohio Sen. Taft's 
speeches have been far more 
prominently written and dis- 
played, though in this case it 
must be said that he has had 
much more to say than the 
Democratic nominee.

It is impressed by 
the success of the tactics used 
by President Truman in the 
last week of the 1948 cam- 
paign, when the President's 
own associates boosted they 
were going out te stir up the 
fears and prejudices of the 
voters in the large urban areas 
of the East and Middle West. 


The policy of moderation, em- 
ployed by Dewey in the last 
Presidential campaign, has been 
rejected as being largely respon- 
sible for the defeat of the GOP. 
A new and fiercer strategy has 
been applied, not by the indi- 
vidual candidates on their own 
initiative, but by direction from 
the center. 

The Democrats, likewise, have 
carried on very much the same 
strategy as before, and as a 
result it has not been a very 
edifying campaign. The Demo- 
crats have asked the voters to 
believe that a vote for the Re- 
publican candidates is a vote for 
Herbert Hoover, depression, and 
isolationism. The Republicans 
have asked them to believe that 
a vote for the Democrats is a 
vote for Socialism, bankruptcy, 
and war.

COLUMBUS, Ohio—Extremism and the bitterness it engenders are outstand- 
ing impressions of the key political contest in Ohio. This is. of course, the 
pitched battle in which Sen. Robert A. Taft is fighting for his political life against 
@ contrastingly diminutive—if much less stern and more cheerful—figure, State 
Auditor Joseph T. Ferguson, who has become nevertheless the symbol of all those 
who are bent on dethroning “Taftism” for one reason or another, with organized 

labor leading the hue and cry. The emphasis here is on right and left, with all the distortions 
that inspires in both Republican and Democfatic camps, and little of the moderation of the middle 
This perhaps is typical generally of the Congressional elections as a whole in the confused state 
of mind in which our people seem to find them- 
selves, for Ohio is typical. This may explain the 
uncertainty over the outcome of the election here, 
as elsewhere, which has forecasters so cautious. 
You realize very soon that Ohio just happens 
to be the locale of a contest involving Sen. Taft, 
and that it is, in effect, a national contest and 
represents the basic conflict nationally. 


>. 


Here, in Sen. Taft, conservatives and con- 
servative interests outside the State see the 
embodiment of their antagonism te Roosevelt 
New Dealism and Truman Fair Dealism. In 
Ohio they see, too, the new political and eco- 
nomic impulses of the plain people that were 
liberated by those two national regimes to 
curb the predominant power that conserva- 
tive interests once exercised in politics. They 
see how organized labor now has roused 
these impulses against Sen. Taft. 


The Senator is their champion against this 
new dispensation. In all of the manifestations 
of the almost frantic devotion to the Taft cru- 
sade, there is a sort of “last-stand” frenzy. It 
is, too, as if Bob Taft were running for Presi- 
dent instead of Senator, and against the often v 
called-up ghcest of Franklin D. Roosevelt and “ :

This race is that important to conservative politi- 
cal and economic interests. 

Forgotten, for their immediate purposes, are 
Bob Taft’s compromises with moderation in Con- 
gress in such measures as housing, higher mini- 
mum wages, Federal aid to education, which 
many of them didn’t like. Forgotten, likewise, 
is his record on foreign policy with which some 
of them have sharply disagreed. Bob Taft is a 
paradoxical figure in many ways—but now they 
choose to see him only as the staunch champion 
of conservatism and the deliverer from New and 
Fair Dealism.
